BAI.TIMORE, Md., April 21.— Wlien the 
conditions of the Preakness Stake, Pimlico’s 
great three-year-old feature, $50,000 added, to 
be run on Monday, May 12, the tenth day of 
the cominp Spring meeting of the Maryland 
Jockey Club were changed from allowances 
to a strictly weight for age affair, it was with 
the idea of attracting only the best three- 
year-olds, and leaving out those depending 
upon a big concession in weights to have the 
slightest possible chance. 

The wisdom of this policy is shown by the 
published list of entries, one hundred and 
thirty-three in number, comprising what is 
«onceded to be the best eligible colts and 
fillies in training. 

Among the colts named are : Idle Hour 
Stock Farm Stable’s Bean Butter, winner of 
the Pimlico Futurity, and George D. Wide- 
iier’s St. Jame.s, winner of the Belmont Park 
Futurity, the Preakness furnishing an oppor- 
tunity for these two big money winners to 
try out the question of supremacy. 

From Kentucky, J. S. Ward will bring the 
flying Wise Counsellor, and his good stable 
mate Worthmore ; the Kenton Stable has 
Senator Norris, winner of the Walden, that is 
very well thought of, indeed ; The Belair 
Stud of Maryland is represented by Aga 
Khan, third in the Pimlico Futurity; A. H. 
Morris’ Itustic, another Preakness entry, 
bred in Marj’land, while J. S. Cosden’s Lord 
Baltimore II. will carry the hopes of many 
of the local contingent 

A colt that is much talked of is John E. 
Madden's I’olo Ground, that has shown sur- 
prisingly good form, while the Kilmer, Whit- 
ney, G reentree, Mcl^ean, Cochran, and Bel- 
mont Stables, are said to house promising 
I’reakness material. 

The P. T. Chinn entry. Battle Creek was 
purcha.sed recently by W. II. Coe with the 
idea of winning the Preakness, and “Bud” 
Fisher's Mr. Mutt is going along in a W'ay to 
give his owner hopes of capturing the stake 
and incidentally the "Woodlawn Vase'’.

Extennmator Is Through. 
Senator Norris Beady.

When Spot Cash came out to win the Phila- 
delphia Handicap at Havre de Grace Saturday 
he at once earned his way well up in the 
handicap division. Last year he was more or 
leas of a handicap star in Canada and it is 
likely that he will be rated over that circuit 
again this year. 

It was more than the mere fact that Spot 
Cash won that made his Philaddphia Handi- 
cap victory a notable one. It was the diffi- 
culties he overcame in the running of the 
race and the game fashion in which he tri- 
umphed over such a seasoned and sterling 
(lerformer as Flint Stone. The McMillan four- 
year-old was by long odds the best handicap 
horse at New Orleans and began his eastern 
campaign brilliantly when he won the Harford 
Handicap the opening day of the Havre de 
Grace meeting. He was just as fit as he could 
be made for the Philadelphia Handicap and 
ran one of the best races of his career, but 
he was outgamed right at the cod by Spot 
Cash. 

On the first turn of that mile and a six- 
teenth Spot Cash was a particularly abused 
horse. He ran out slightly on the turn and 
old Eixtemiinator, racing outside of him, leaned 
over again.st him until the little colt virtually 
carried the big gelding to the backstretch. In 
the racing down the backstretch Spot Cash 
(lid not seem to have the ghost of a chance, 
for he was last of the field. Then when he 
made his rush he was forced to go to the 
outside to find racing room. He made up bis 
ground with great gameness and then in the 
last eighth had enough left to fight it out and 
beat Flint Stone. It has been seldom that Flint 
Stone has been beaten in a stretch battle, but 
it was accomplished by the Bostwick colt and. 
conaidering the race from every an^e, his was 
a truly impressive victory. 

The running of the Philadelphia Handicap 
taught another leaon and it was that honest 
old Fixterminator is about through as far as 
the top class is concerned. The old racer, had 
he been the Fixtcncinator of old, would have 
been at least fighting it out in the Philadelphia 
Handicap, but just at the time when it was 
expected that he would come on with his 
irresistible winning rush be collapsed and failed 
to take any share in the purse. It will not 
do to have this rare cld turf idol lose any of 
the fame that has come to him with his long 
years of brilliant endeavor by continuing to 
campaign him when it is clear that he is a mere 
shadow of himself. The old horse looks better 
than he has appeared in many a season. He 
M the i-anie courageous horse he was when 
he battled it out with the best that could be 
pitted against him. He has all the spirit of 
conquest of old, but he is worn out. No 
amount of training skill can bring back the 
youth that is gene and if ever there was a 
thoroughbred that had earned an honorable 
l>ension it is the son of McGee and Fair Fim- 
prsss. 

Flxterminator must not be anything but a 
turf idol. He should not be raced facing 
certain defeat and should not have his mar\'el- 
ous record tarnished by any letting down in 
the class of horses that he is called upon 
to meet. He should go first class or not at all. 
He could go on in a lower division for this year 
and possibly anothei, but it would be a crying 
shame if such was asked of him. 

Mr. Kilmer might retire this great griding 
while he is still the turf idol.

HOW MAST ER ROBE RT WON 

Grand National Victor Was Out- 
run Early but Failed to Tire. 



Kxritement of IVinning Uansed Trndgill, 
His Itider, to Fall in a Faint 
After the Finish. 



(BY E. E. COUSSELL.) 

IjONUON, England. April 3. — There were 
thirty runners for the Grand Xational, each 
of which paid $500 to start. The added money 
was $25,000. Of the seventy-two entries the 
tiist forfeit of $25 was paid for thirteen 
horses. It cost the non-runners $250. As a 
result the Grand National Stakes was wortli 
$41,325 to the owner of tlie winner, who a 
couple of j’ears ago bought Master Robert as 
a hunter for $1,100. 

In the last twenty-five years Lutteur III., 
Shaun Spadah and Music Hall defeated 
larger fields. It is .scarcely creditable, but 
true nevertheless, that at the time of the 
start for the Grand National, speculators 
were taking the absurd price of 5 to 2 
against Conjuror II. 

With thirty runners and eight finishers 
it is demonstrable the odds are about 4 to 1 
against a horse's completing the Grand Na- 
tional course, with more than thirty fences 
to be jumped, to say nothing of winning 
the race. 

Of course, the odds were false. They were 
due to double event bets on the Lincoln- 
shire and (Jrand National. The bookmakers 
heavily committed to the double of Sir Galla- 
had HI. and Conjuror II. (it was a favorite 
"double") proceeded to "insure'’ themselves 
by backing Conjuror II. with other layers 
not so deeply involved. This accounted for 
Conjuror 11. 's absurd price. 

SIB GALAHAD III^MASTEB ROBERT 

Douglas Stuart has advertised that he 
was paying out nearly $250,000 over the 
double of Sir Galahad HI. and Master Rob- 
ert. He added that if Conjuror II. had won, 
the double would have cost him about 
$1,000,000. If Sergeant Murphy had scored 
again it would have cost Stuart $580,000. 

Unhappily for the great sporting public, 
they were destined to know their fate early 
in the contest. Conjuror II. fell at the fifth 
fence before they had gone one mile. His 
rider thought he had been “sharpened'’ too 
much in his last gallop before the Grand 
National, when he went two miles over 
hurdles at his fastest pacb. There arose 
a great groan of despair from Conjuror II. 's 
supporters. 

Winter Voyage led to the third fence, 
where he fell and thereafter played much 
havoc with the other runners. 

It should be explained that loose horses 
cannot escape from the track. The rails 
are thickly lined with excited spectators 
almost all the way around. The riderless 
horses invariably follow cr accompany the 
other runners and naturally frequently cause 
acute anxiety to the jockeys. 

When the race Wiu? half over only sixteen 
horses were "standing up.’’ Such popular 
“fancies” as Taff>tns. Arravale, with Percy 
Whitaker, who is fifty-two years old. in the 
saddle, and Music Hall were numbered with 
the “casualties.” 

Among the sixteen runners to come over 
the big water jump in front of the stand, 
before completing the first circuit of the 



course, were Winnall, Sergeant Murphy, 
Drifter, Silvo, Old Tay Bridge, Eureka II., 
Fly Mask, Gerald L. and Master Robert. 
Sergeant Murphy was caused to blunder at 
the water by a loose horse. After going 
another mile Gerald !.«. was pulled up. Early 
in the race his bridle slipped. His rider 
daringly rode him for over two miles with 
the bit across the face of Gerald L. Finally 
he had to pull up his mount. 

Winnall took a long lead the second time 
around, but after going about a mile he col- 
lided with a riderless horse near a fence, 
which he refused. This may have cost him 
the race. He was then fences in front of the 
ultimate winner. 

Winnall’s retirement left Silvo leading 
just ahead of Old Tay Bridge, with Sergeant 
Murphy, P'ly Mask and Master Robert about 
a fence behind. The last two were rapidly 
making up ground. The third fence from the 
finish is a thorn fence, four feet ten inches 
high, three feet wide, with a ditch on the far 
side, and this ditch is five and a half feet 
wide. 

Old Tay Bridge, full of running, took the 
jump nil right, but failed to maintain his 
balance on landing. His rider, the veteran 
Hubert Hartlgan, was thrown and sustained 
cc-iicussion. But for this he appeared sure 
to win for Silvo was then beaten. 

MASTER ROliKUT TAKES THE LEAD. 

Shortly afterward Master Robert took the 
lead. He made a mistake at the last fence 
of all, but rect)vered to go on and win amid 
great excitement by four lengths from Fly 
Mask, which had pa.«sed the rai)idly tiring 
Silvo. The latter was defeated three lengths. 
l)rifter was fourth. Sergeant Murph.v fifth, 
Waveton sixth. Shaun Spadah seventh and 
Ballinode. which walked past the post, 
eighth. These were all to finish. About a 
month before the Grand National and about 
the time Blackwell wished to run him. Ser- 
geant Murphy contracted a chill and had to 
be> stopped in his work for over a week. This 
un«iuestipnably affected him. for he was un- 
able to respond when e‘alle‘d upon for an ef- 
fort. 

The time was 9:40, which is six seconds 
slower than the time record held by Ascetic’s 
Silver, which was also trained by the Hon. 
A. Hastings. He is the trainer of Master 
Robert, w’hich was always regarded as the 
stable’s second string until Super Man gave 
way. The bold show of Fly ilask was in ac- 
cordance with his owner’s anticipation of 
twelve months ago, when the horse went 
amiss almost on the eve of the Grand Na- 
tional. 

At the time of the race the winner was on 
offer at 25 to 1 and this had been his price 
for several weeks. He was a popular out- 
sider ; 14 to 1 each was offered against the 
second and third. Sergeant Murphy was at 
100 to 6 and Drifter at 40 to 1. 

Trudgill, the rider of Master Robert, is 
ar. experienced, courageous, but unfashion- 
able professional jockey. Percy Whitaker's 
stepson, I’eter Roberts, the amateur rider, 
elected to have the mount on I’alm Oil in- 
stead of Master Roltert. Palm Oil fell and 
his jockey sustained a broken w'rist. 

Interviewed after the race, Trudgill stated 
that "for half the race the leaders were 
much too fast for Master Itobert, which 
was not jumping too well. Twice I was 
hanging on his neck owing to his mistakes. 
He reached too far and hit the top of his 
fences with his hind legs, so for a long time 
1 did not fancy my chance. 

“My hopes began to rise a mile from home 
when I was close to tl»e leaders. Silvo and 
Old Tay Bridge. When I caught and pa.ssed 
Silvo I knew he was beaten and I cannot 
describe my sensations as I came over the 
last fence in front of the field.”

HOW SIR GAUAHAD HI. WON BASHFORD MANOR STAKES 



French Colt’s Victory in Lincoln- 
shire Accomplished with Ease. 



Hail AdTaata«e In the Welahte and Was 
in Harh Better Condilion 
Than English Horses.

T/>NT)OX. March 27.— The French horse 
Sir Oallahad III. won the Eincoln.shirc han- 
•licap yesterday with supreme ease. lie was 
the fittest horse in the field. 

The difiiculties of Engli.sh trainers this 
siiring have been endless. Since last October 
we have had more frost than in all the pre- 
vious four winters. I'ntil a week ago there 
was a keen frost every night for a month. 
For many days it wa.s impos.sible to give 
horses more than light exercise because of 
the frozen ground. 

This is not written to excuse the failure of 
the English hor.se.s but merely to state a fact. 
Of the twenty-seven runners Sir Oallahad 
III. was unituestionably the fittest. At the 
weights he would have won in any circum- 
stances. A month ago when I analyzed his 
credentials I came to the conclusion he was 
handicapped at least fourteen pounds too 
lightl.v. 

It will be remembered that Eplnard was 
given lit) pounds in the Lincolnshire. His 
nearest ri^■al wa.s Condover with 121 pounds. 
Had Epinard paid the minor forfeit, Condo- 
ver. in aci’ordance with the rule, would have 
gone up to 126 pounds and all the other 
weights been increa.sed five pounds. This 
would have brought Sir (Jalahad IIL to 121 
pounds. That would have made no, differ- 
ence to the result 

Epinard was not "scratched.” His owner 
stated he would run at I.incoln if he could 
be made ready. I.^ter we learned he was 
suffering from foot trouble which interfered 
with his preparation. He was still in the 
race when official Linooln.shire betting was 
recordiMl in London for tlie first time on 
February 26. 

Sir (lallahad III. was then favorite at 10 to 
1, with 22 to 1 offered against Epinard. In 
January .some people obtained 50 to 1 about 
Sir llallahad III. ! Although he finished a 
9 to 2 favorite it is estimated the victory of 
Mr. Cohn's colt took over one million dollars 
from the English bookmakers. 

It ha.s been stated that Denman (Sir Galla- 
had III.'s trainer) held the opinion Epinard 
was fairly handicapped at 110 pounds, and 
he estimated that he was fourteen pounds 
better than Sir Oallahad III. At the I.<incoln 
the last named was rated twenty-three 
pounds behind the former. If Denman was 
correct, then his colt had nine ]K>unds the 
better of all his opinments. 

When the race started odds of S to 1 were 
offered against Drake ; 12 1-2 to 1 against 
Soval (third last year) ; 14 to 1 against 
Evander, whose trainer was wonderfully con- 
fident. and 16 to 1 against Condover. All 
tliese, except Soval, had won trial.s. 

From a good start Overseer led for the 
first three furlongs, at which point Sir Oalla- 
had III. took the lead. Thenceforward he 
had matters all his own way. Without an 
effort he carried Frank O'N'eill first past the 
post three lengths in front of Evander (118 
pounds), which became second in the last 
two hundred yard.s. Third was the Irish 
mare Crave Fairy (87 pounds), and Over- 
seer (10ft pounds), close behind, fourth. Sir 
(Jreysteel was fifUi. Condover finished 
twelfth ; Soval fourteenth, and Drake a long 
way back. 

There seemed to be a fear that Sir Calla- 
had IIL would create trouble at the starting 
IHwt which might cause his undoing. The 
time was slow, 1 :45?s. Doubtless the winner 
could have knocked seconds off had he been 
called upon to do his utmost. 

There was considerable cheering over the 
result. The natural inference to draw is 
that, with the possible exception of Evander, 
the English hor.ses were not fit enough to 
show to real advantage. The weather in 
France had been much more genial and Sir 
tiallahad III. was looking fit and well when 
he arrived at Lincoln eleven days before the 
big race. 

Frank O'Neill, Interviewed after the race, 
stated. "When I went to the front about 
half-way I was confident I should win, and 
never once did I find it necessary to feel for 
my whip.” 

It is worth recalling that Sir Gallahad III. 
Is the first actual favorite to win the Lin- 
colnshire since Uninsured scored in 1904. 
Curiously his price, 9 to 2, was the same as 
Sir Gallahad III.'s. IVhen View I.,aw wa.s 
successful in 1905 he was joint favorite with 
Wrack, the latter and Ambassador IV. being 
the equal top weigh u with 115 i>ounds.

NKW YORK, N. Y.. April 21.— The com- 
mittee of the International Steeplechase sub- 
scription, working in co-operation with the 
racing secretaries of the Westchester Racing 
Association and of the Queens County Jockey 
Club, have provided conditions for the first 
four races of the series of six which will be 
decided this year. The added money in each 
i.s to be 5 : 5 . 000 , a total of 518,000, which was 
the l)alance left from the subscription fund 
after the purchase of the horses and the ex- 
penses of transportation and distribution had 
been defrayed. Races No. 5 and No. 6 of 
the .series will be run at Saratoga in August, 
and tlte conditions for the same will be ar- 
ranged and announced later. 

The committee, with a desire to provide an 
equitable distribution of the money remain- 
ing in their charge, have tried to arrange 
races whuh wili bring interesting contests, 
thereby keeping alive the keen interest of 
those that have been so earnest in this 
subscription, one of the most sportsmanlike 
efforts in behalf of steeplechasing ever at- 
tempted. 

To Be Ron at Belmont. 

Ra«*e No. 1 will be run during the early 
part of the Belmont meeting, and the con- 
ditions will read as follows: 
INTKRNATTONAR STEKPRECH.ASE SUB- 
St'UllTIO.V NO. 1— For four-year-olds 
and upward, distributed for the Interna- 
tional subscription of 1923, and owned by 
the original subscriber or a transferee ac- 
ceptable to the committee. Purse 5J.000. 
contributed from the Subscription fund, of 
whicli 5-'><*0 to (he second horse and 5250 
to the third. Weights: Four-year-olds tc

ENGUSH JUVENILE WINNER

His skeleton is to l>e 
mounted and preserved in Mr. Joel’s private 
museum. 

I^st year his owner, feeling that the end 
was not far off, had cast a bronze statute of 
Polymelus. It stands on the lawn opposite 
the main entrance of the big red house at 
Maiden Erlegh, near Reading, in Berkshire 
(about forty miles from I.<ondon), where 
I’olymelus had spent the whole of his stud 
career. 

The life story' of Polymelus might have 
been different but for a curious circumstance 
connected witli a sale at Newmarket in 
September, 1906. 

BRED BY LORD CREWE. 

Polymelus was bred by I.ord Crewe (at 
present the British ambassador in Paris). 
He was sent as a yearling to be trained 
by John Porter. For his breeder I’olymeus 
won the Kichmond stakes at Goodwood and 
the Rous Memorial stakes and Criterion 
stakes at Newmarket as a youngster. 

The next year he ran unplaced in the New- 
market stakes, won by' Cicero. He did not 
start in the Derby, though he w'as nom- 
inated. Polymeus in 1905 ran eleven times, 
winning the Ascot Triennial stakes, Durham 
Produce stakes, the Duke of Y'ork stakes 
at Y^ork and the Gatwick stakes. In three 
other races he finished second. One of his 
seconds was in the St Leger. w'hen Challa- 
combe beat him by three lengths. 

.John Porter retired from training at the 
end of 1905 and Polymelus was about the 
last good horse in his care. The w'innings 
of Polymelus so far totaled over 540,000. 
During the winter of 1905-06 Ixird Crew'e 
sold Polymelus to the late David Faber for. 
it was said. 520.000. He failed to win for 
Mr. Faber, though he started seven times. 

On September 27, 1906, Mr. Faber decided 
to put up at auction his tw'o horses, Canda- 
har and I*olymelus, as he was anxious to 
change his trainer. He commissioned Frank 
Hartigan, w'ho w'as in his first year as a 
trainer (and that .season had won o\'er one 
liunclred races) to buy back the horses and 
train them for him. 

HARTIGAN’S ORDERS. 

Hartigan bought the tw'o-year-old Cand.a- 
har for 513,500. His orders were to bid i 
520,000 for I’olymclus. S. B. Joel and Frank 
Hartigan were the only bidders. The for- 
mer “jumped” from 519,000 to 520,000. Har- 
tigan after a while bid 520,500. 

Mr. Tattersall turned to Mr. Joel, who ap- 
peared disinclined to go on. He pointed 
out tliat the hor.se was going cheaply and 
that he was well )iandicapi>ed in the Duke 
of York Handicap and the Cambridgeshire, 
which engagements were included in the 
sale. Ultimately Mr. Joel made another bid 
of 5-500. Hartigan walked aw'ay. I’olymelus 
was Mr. Joel’s at 521,000. 

It was certainly one of the luckiest day's 
of Mr. Joel’s life, for Polymelus proved a 
rare bargain. 

He won the Duke of York Handicap by' five 
lengths, the Champion Stakes by fifteen 
lengths and the Cambridgeshire liy three 
lengths, when carrying 122 pounds (including 
10 pounds penalty) he defeated a higli-class 
field, starting the shortest priced favorite 
(11 to 10) on re<’ord for the race. These 
stakes wore worth nearly $20,000. Besides 
tliere w'as a large sum in bets (some say 
nearly $500,000) won by the colt’s ow'ner. 

The next season he was seen out twice. 
He finished third in the Coronation Cup at 
Etisom and then won the Princess of Wales 
Stakes over one and one-half miles, at 
Newmarket. This race w'as worth $24,220. 
In his last five rai-es Polymelus was ridden 
by' the late Danny Maher. There is an ex- 
planation of his apparent loss of form as 



an early four-year-old. It ultimately led to 
a lawsuit, so perhaps it is as w'ell for- 
gotten. 

Polymelus retired to the stud in 1908 at 
a fee of $500. Before long it was advanced 
j to $1,000, then to $1,500 and ultimately to 
$ 2 , 000 . 

His offspring first raced in 1911. That 
season Polymelus w'as represented by four 
two-year-olds, including Maiden Erlegli. The 
last named, like his sire, ran second in the 
St, I^eger. Tracery beat him by five lengths. 
Maiden Erlegh, though temperamental, w'as 
a good race horse. In 1917 he was bought at 
auction for $17,000 for Mr. Arthur B. Han- 
cock. An English breeder offered a profit 
which W'as refused. 

Maiden Erlegh was shipped by the writer 
on the ill-fated S. S. “Minnehaha” which was 
torpedoed off the south coast of Ireland. The 
first blow was struck under Maiden Erlegh’s 
stall. Onlookers declared he w'as blow'n 
across the deck and his forelegs broken. 

Half an hour later another torpedo struck 
the limping vessel on the other side and in 
ten minutes she had disappeared under the 
sea, with a heavy toll in human lives and 
a cargo of over thirty mares and foals aa 
well as the stallion Sunflower. Maiden Er- 
legh might have had an inkling of his fate, 
for it took over four hours to load him. 

POLYMELUS IN THE STUD. 

From 1911 to the end of 1923 Polymelus 
had sired the winners of 337 1-2 races and 
stakes valued at over $1,106,000 in England 
and Ireland. If we add to the list the races 
won by his stock in the United States, the 
British colonies and elsewhere, they number 
over 180 and their value was more than 
$300,000. The average distance of 242 races 
won by his offspring (excluding two-year- 
olds) was 8.47 furlongs. 

As a sire of two-year-old winners Poly- 
melus has an excellent record. Up to 1923 
he had sired sixty-one individual winners of 
104 1-2 races and stakes valued at almost 
$400,000. Daughters of I’oly'melus became 
winner producers in 1916. 

Up to date Polymelus mares have bred th<e 
winners of 111 races worth almost $260,009. 
Their best produce are Sicyon, Polemarch 
(St. Leger winner). La Crosse and Syndrian. 
There is every possibility that Polymelus 
mares will become increasingly valuable. Ip 
1922 there were eight living colts and fillies 
by I’olymelus. These are two-year-olds in 
1924. 

There has been talk of the promise of 
Silverado, who is a son of Silver Tag and 
therefore closely related to Fifinella. 

In 1922 Polymelus w'as mated with a dozen 
mares of which seven produced foals. One 
died but, anyway, the name of their sire 
should not drop out of our sire list for some 
season.s. 

Champion Sire for Fire Tears. 

All the world knows that Polymelus (which 
when in training was inclined to lie rather 
leggy and narrow and also turned in 
slightly both forefeet) was the English cham- 
pion stallion in 1914, 1916, 1920, 1921 and 1922. 
St. Simon, Stockweli and Hermit alone ex- 
celled this record. 

To recite all the great winners sired by 
Polymelus w'ould be wearisome. His classic 
winners were: Humorist (Derby), Black Jes- 
ter (St. I^eger), Pommern (Two Thousand 
Guineas, Derby and St. Leger), Fifinella 
(Derby and Oaks), Cinna (One Thousand 
Guineas and second in the Oaks). He also 
got Silvern (second in St. Leger), Maiden 
Erlegh (second in St. I.rf*ger), Archaic (sec- 
ond in the Derby), Craigangower third in 
the Derby), and Dominion (second in St. 
I.eger). Other higli-class winners sired by 
Pol.vmelus were I’halaris, I’omme de Terre, 
Partli, Corcyra. Honeywood, Polly Flinders, 
I’olyhistor (w’hicli became a roarer), Sora- 
nus, I’olycrates, Cannobie, Benevente, Invin- 
cible and War Cloud. Of tliese quite a num- 
ber w'ill no doubt continue to transmit the 
excellence of their famous sire. Indeed I’ha- 
laris is one of tlie most sought after young 
stallions in England. His book for 1925 is 
full at 11,500. 

I’olymelus was a high strung horse. Of 
late years he would go off liis feed for days 
and look deplorable with excitement.

Water, Waterbill, Orange River and Gray 
Bass won in England. 

Three of these were successful as two- 
year-olds. Waterbill aa'ou in his third season. 
Haig also won as a two-year-old in Brazil. 

The record of Cascade should serve to call 
attention to the possibilities of Troutbeck 
mares.
